Because of the added size, 
the latest satellite was not ex- 
pected to match the orbital 
heights achieved by Vanguard 
I, which may journey through 
space for 200 years. At pres- 
ent Vanguard I loops out as 
far as 2453 miles and comes 
within 704 miles of earth. 

Views Cloud Cover. 

Today's satellite is part of 
a plan to measure the global 
distribution and movement of 
“cloud cover’ over the day- 
light portion of the satellite's 
orbit—and to relate it to the 
over-all weather picture. 

It would do this by means of 
a device developed by the 
Army laboratory at Fort Mon- 
mouth. This employs two pho- 
toelectric 


flection of sunlight off clouds, 
sea and land masses. Because 
there is a difference in the 
amount of such reflection, a 
good picture of the cloud cover 


|will be obtained over a large 


portion of the globe. 

Later satellites planned for 
this Year will attempt still oth- 
er jobs in the weather field. 
Two of them will attempt to 
get a better measure of the 
heat balance between the sun 
and the earth — this is, the 
amount of heat that gets 
through the atmosphere and 
the amount given back by the 
earth. 

The fourth satellite will at- 
tempt to get a more sophisti- 
cated picture of the cloud cover 
than is possible in the present 
satellite. Its job will be to try 
to get actual television pic- 
tures, 


Here are the details on how 
the experiment launcred today 
is supposed to work: 

The electronic eyes look out 
from an instrument container 
542 inches in d.ameter and 12 
inches long which is contained 
in the satellite sphere. The lat- 


ter, in turn, is trailed by the 
third stage of the launching 
rocket. 


As the satellite's eyes sweep 
the sunlit side of the earth, 
the intensities of sunlight re- 
flected from cloud areas (80 
per cent), differ from that re- 
flected from the land (15 to 20 
per cent) and from the sea (5 
per cent). 

These reflections, converted 
to electrical signals, are stored 
in a tape recorder within the 
satellite for transmission to 
ground stations once during 
every orbit. 

The information is given out 
on a command radio signal 
from the ground.

The elecrrontc eyes are 
placed in such a way that one 
of them will always be sweep- 
ing the earth, provided the 
satellite stays within an ex- 
pected maximum altitude of 
1600 miles and a low point of 
200 to 300 miles. 


The satellite is expected to 
criss-cross the Equator between 


latitudes of approximately 35 


cells — electronic | 


eyes—which will record the re- | :

degrees north and 35 degrees 
south. 


During approximately 16 or- 
bits of the earth every 24 hours, 
it is expected to reveal cloud 
cover information over the 
northern latitudes between the 
Equator and 35 degrees to 40 
degrees north. 


Most of the area south of the 
Equator will be in varying de- 
grees of darkness during the 
times the satellite passes over 
them. 


The satellite's 24-hour sweep 
should reveal cloud cover data 
over about 25 per cent of the 
north of the equator, in 600- 
mile-wide strips. 

The Army Signal Corps has 
installed special frequency- 
modulation recording units in 
the following stations to inter- 
rogate the satellite from time 


to time: Fort Stewart, Ga.: San 
Diego; Lima, Peru: Antofa- 
gasta, Chile: Santiago, Chile; 


and Woomera, Australia. 
The information transmitted 


from the _ satellite will be 
stored on half-inch tape at 
these ground stations. The 


tapes then will be sped to Fort | 


Monmouth for data reduction. 
The latter will consist of feed- 
ing the tapes into an electronic 
machine which will transform 
the data into crude photo- 
graphs. 

These film strips will be 
fitted together in the manner 
of an aerial photograph. 


Development of the satellite 
cloud-cover measuring device 
was directed at Fort Monmouth 
by William G. Stroud Jr., chief 
of the  astro-instrumentation 
branch at the research and de- 
velopment laboratory there.

~—Architects who designed 
four new buildings at St. Louis 
State Training School testified 
yesterday that they acted on 
instructions of state officials 
when they drew up plans to 
spend all available funds on 
construction, leaving no money 


to equip and furnish the struc- 
tures. 

The architects, A. B. Rathert 
and W. J. Theodore, both of 
St. Louis, told the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee they 


received the instructions from | 


B. E. Ragland, then director of 
the Department of Health and 
Welfare, and Ralph McSwee- 
ney, director of public build- 
ings. 

They said Ragland and Mc- 
Sweeney indicated that subse- 
quent appropriations would be: 
sought from the Legislature to | 
furnish and equip the new 
buildings. 

The architects and officials 
of the St. Louis county institu- 
tion for mentally deficient per- 
sons had been summoned by 
the Appropriations Committee 
to explain why the training 
school needed an additional 
$308,704 to complete the build- 
ings. 

$1,250,000 Appropriated. 

The Legislature last year 
appropriated $1,250,000 for the 
improvements, including $750,- 
000 for custodial patients’ 
building and $500,000 for three 
duplexes for trainable patients. 
The appropriations, financed 
out of the $75,000,000 state 
building bond funds, specified 
the allotments were to be used 
for “constructing, furnishing 
and equipping” the buildings 


With virtually all of the 
money spent the training 
school has asked the Legisla- 


ture to provide $125,620 more 
for equipping and furnishing 
the custodial building and 
$183,084 for the duplexes 

Rathert, who was the archi- 
tect for the custodial building, 
said he was told to provide in 
his plans for the extension of 
heat, water and other utility 
lines only five feet beyond the 
building. He also was told, 
Rathert added, that the serv- 
ices would be connected there 
under separate contracts. 

Several members of the Sen- 
ate Committee protested against 
the practice of state agencies 
spending all available funds 
for construction and leaving 
nothing to equip the buildings, 
when allotments are intended 
to provide for a completed 
building ready for occupancy. 
But they agreed that there was 
little that could be done, be- 
cause the state can not allow 
the money already invested in 
the structures to go to waste.

Greene said a preliminary 
study of replies to a question- 
naire sent to 150 school dis- 
tricts in the state showed, in 
general, that smooth progress 
had been made in complying 
with the Supreme Court's 1954 
school desegragation decision. 

The only significant resist- 
ance has been in southeast Mis- 
souri. Greene said. He did not 
name specific localities where 
theer had been opposition to 
school integration.

5. INDUSTRIAL 
PRODUCTION UP 
FOR JANUARY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP) 
~The nation’s industrial out- 
put rose again in January, the 
Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported yesterday. Production 
advanced to within 2 per cent 
of the pre-recession level 

The board’s seasonally-ad- 
justed production index moved 
up one point to 143 per cent 
of the 1947-49 average. This 
compared with an index level 


of 145 in August 1957 and a 
recession low of 126 last Au- 
gust. 


Compared with August 1957 
figures, production of nondur- 
ables is up 4 per cent, the 
board said, but output of dur- 
ables is down 5 per cent. 

Summarizing January 
velopments it said: 

“Industrial production and 
construction activity continued 
to expand in January and re- 
tail sales remained at record 
levels. Non-farm employment 
increased somewhat while un- 
employment about sea- 
sonally.” 

The board said activity in in- 
dustries making hard goods ad- 
vanced further last month 
while expansion in soft goods 
industries was resumed 

Production of non-durables 
reached a new high, it said 

Minerals output was down 
slightly because of curtail- 
ments in coal mining and drill- 
ing for oil and gas 

The board noted that steel 
mill operations, although hamp-

The report noted strength in

The rigid policy has the effect 
of forcing the nationalized oil 
agencies in Brazil, Mexico, Bo- 
livia, Chile and other countries 
to seek financing elsewhere, in 
some cases from the Soviet 
Union 


At the same time, the, policy 
exerts pressure on Latin Amer- 
ican and other governments to 
curtail their state oil monopo- 
lies and call in privately owned 
oil companies. 

Is it Worth the Risk? 


Is so rigid a position wortl. 
the gamble? This is one of the 
questions that can be studied 
by the committee headed by 
William H. Draper Jr., chair- 
man of the Mexican Light & 
Power Co., which was appoint- 
ed by President Eisenhower to 
study the mutual security pro- 
gram. The commttee’s prelim- 
inary report is due March 1. 

Sincere men at the highest 
levels of government insist that 
the policy must be kept rigid to 
protect the military security of 
the western hemisphere. 

A few equally sincere men, 
mainly at lower levels in the 
Government, seek some,relaxa- 
tion. They argue that the pres- 
ent policy gives needless sup- 
port to those who say American 
foreign policy is dictated by 
the big oil companies. Thev 
also see a possibility that Rus- 
Sia may step in and assist the 
state-owned enterprises re- 
buffed by the United States 

Speaking privately, some of 
the officials who operate the 
foreign aid program assert that 
the inflexible policy caused 
Argentina to grant foreign oil 
concessions last summer and 
will eventually persuade Brazil 
to end its government oil 
monopoly, 

Brazil's Position. 

One such official strode to a 
map of South America and 
showed that Brazil soon will be 
surrounded by countries where 
private oil companies are rapid- 
ly developing their petroleum 
resources. He pointed to Argen- 
tina in the south, and Vene- 
zuela to the north and indicated 
hopes for expanding private 
development in other countries. 

“This will work like a pincers 


will 


on Brazil,” he said. 
Another official, discussing 
Argentina’s new invitation to 


private oil companies, said: 
“If private enterprise is a 
success in Argentina, the next 


giant to fall will be Petrobras 
(the Brazilian state oil monopo- 
lv’). If the experiment in Argen- 
tina is a failure, Petrobras will 
go on for centuries.” 

Their argument-is that no one 
enterprise, even a government 
corporation, can muster the tre- 
mendous amounts of capital 
needed to find and develop a 
nation’s oil resources. Only 
many competing private com- 
panies can provide that much 
capital, they say. 

Furthermore, the argument 
runs, the oil resources of the 
entire hemisphere must be de- 
veloped quickly to assure fuel 
supplies if another big or little 
war should cut off petroleum 
from the Middle East. Latin 
American oi] could prove vital 
both for the hemisphere and 
also for the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

Not for Public View. 

Understandably, the State 
Department cannot spread out 
such a policy for public view. 
It amounts to telling other 
countries how they must man- 
age their own resources. 

An additional complication is

Oil Association Policy. 

The Advisory Council's pol-

“A National Oil Policy for the 
United States,” formulated by 
the National Petroleum Coun- | 
cil, an -oil industry association. 
The document was drawn up at 
the request of Secretary of the 
Interior Julius A. Krug and 
presented to him in January

an effettive oil policy should 
encourage “stable agreements 
between foreign governments 
and private industry, which 
will promote development by 
free-enterprise methods.”

EMOCRATIC Senators are

The fight deperds in part on 
Senator Warren Magnuson of 
Washington, chairman of the 
Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee who has a 100 per 
cent record in defending the 
consumer and who can be a 
real battler. 

The fight over Strauss has 
more dynamite than almost 
anything the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration has faced in three 
years. The dynamite includes 
the issue of -Wall Street domi- 
nation, secret nocturnal meet- 
ings, conflict of interest and 
whether the Administration de- 
liberately deceived the public 
over the biggest electric power 
contract in American history 

If it hadn’t been for an alert 
night watchman in the Atomic 
Energy Commission there prob- 
ably would be no thought of 
investigating Strauss and his 
qualifications for Secretary of 
Commerce. 

Everyone entering and leav- 
ing the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission must be checked in 
and his name registered. On 
the night of Jan. 20, 1955, the 
AEC guard noted in his visi- 
tor’s book that “Mr. Wenzel] 
left by the back door carrying 
4 large envelope.’ 

“Mr. Wenzell’” was Adolphe 
Wenzell of the First Boston Co. 
which helped to underwrite the 
famed Dixon-Yates power com- 
pany as a private utility to off- 
set the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority The fact that the 
guard recorded Wenzell’s se- 
cret nocturnal conference with 
Strauss, then head of the AEC. 
gave the tip-off to one of the

New Rights for Women. 

A further new aspect of the 
Chinese scene concerns the po- 
sition of women.

In times of famine, girl 
babies or voung daughters were 
sold to the landlord or to those 
who ran the houses of prostitu- 
tion

has become the equal of man 
legally, politically, morally. 
The double standard has gone. 
There is no prostitution. The 
Chinese woman is no longer 
under the supervision of her 
father, husband, or son. There

I have seen women in steel 
mills, textile factories, heavy 
tools plants; they operate two- 


ton hammers, control traffic in 
big cities, run cultural centers, 
obtain an abortion or a di- 
vorce without too much bother, 
and can and do denounce their 
husbands at party meetings if 
they suspect them of rightist 
and bourgeois tendencies. 

The Chinese woman has fin- 
ally come into her own. But 
on the debit side, she has 
ceased to be feminine Not 
even a hint of cosmetics or the 
slightest bit of jewelry adorn 
her. Millions of women are on 
the march, going somewhere, 
or returning from work, grim 
and serious, earnest and pur- 
poseful—all in padded blue 
uniforms

Parks for the County 


Let's look at a few facts con- 
cerning the park situation in St. 
Louis county: 

1A. P. Greensfelder, and 
others like him, warned us many 
years ago to acquire park spaces 
by the acre while land was avail- 
able at reasonable prices. Was it 
done? No. The county waited 
until land was sold by the foot at 
fantastic prices. Subdivisions 
sprang up where parks should 
have been located. 


2. Six million, I believe, was 
recommended originally for the 
acquisition of parks in the last 
county bond issue—not two mil- 
lion. \How can $6,000,000 worth 
of parks be purchased for §$2,- 
000,000? 

3. Recognized park and recrea- 
tion planners, park and recrea- 
tion professionals — even park- 
keepers—can tell you why it is 
foolish to buy sites that are too 
small. You just have to have 
enough space for ball playing and 
other characteristic park activ- 
ities, to prevent injury to prop- 
erty or people. Then, too, parks 
must be developed, policed, super- 
vised and maintained. Can you 
imagine the cost for 100 little in- 
effective plots scattered all over 
St. Louis county? 


4. Large parks, which allow 
much more efficient supervision, 
poltcing and maintenance can be 
reached by all residents of St. 
Louis. county by automobile. 


5.'The original citizens’ ad- 
visory committee may have bcen 
confused in thinking of a ‘tot 
lot” as a park. A. small lot 
equipped with slides, see-saws, 
swings, concrete tubes, climbing 
structures, etc., is primarily for 
small children. A park usually 
has such facilities as ball dia- 
monds, swimming pools, tennis 
courts, parking lots, gardens, wild 
areas, boating facilities, picnic 
areas, etc. A place to take the 
whole family—not just a baby- 
sitting device. 

6. Did it ever occur to the crit- 
ics that the county must treat all 
the 100-odd municipalities fairly? 
The responsible people have al- 
ready been severely criticized for 
buying several available tracts. be- 
cause the land happened to be 
closer to one municipality than to 
another. Why should the county 
buy a park in Bellefontaine Neigh- 
bors and not buy a park in Uni- 
versity City? Is it fair to penal- 
ize the municipalities which hap- 
pened to have vision years ago? 


7. The Missouri Recreation As- 
sociation, The Missouri Recreation 
and Park Society, The American 
Institute of Park Executives, The 
National Recreation Association, 
The Health and Welfare Council 
and many other similar organiza- 
tions have members and field rep- 
resentatives who stand ready and 
able to give expert, willing and 
free consultation service in park 
and recreation matters. Why 
aren't these available brains used? 


Let's give the men and wom- 
en who did the tremendous job 
of acquiring the 21 county parks 
so far, an expression of gratitude. 
Let’s help them—not tear them 
apart.

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German Arms Again 


The only surprise in the long-awaited allied 
proposal of a foreign ministers’ conference 
on Germany in late April or May is the sug- 
gestion that advisers from both East and West 
Germany also attend. Evidently Chancellor 
Adenauer wanted to be represented in order 
to make sure of exercising a veto over West- 
ern decisions. Since he could not very well 
be given special treatment, the East German 
regime had to be invited too. 


Let the legalists argue over whether this 


_ amounts to diplomatic recognition of the So- 


viet satellite state. The important thing is that 
it recognizes the reality that an East German 
regime does exist, and must be reckoned with 
in any German settlement. Letting Germans 
from both sides attend the conference will 
make possible discussion by the two regimes 
of ways in which unification might be ap- 
proached. Whether that possibility is realized 
will depend, however, upon how serious 
both the Russians and the West are about try- 
ing to move toward a real German settlement. 


For the West, this means asking ourselves 
how serious we are about giving up Germany 
as a military partner in NATO. This is the 
basic question, and therefore the likeliest 
rock on which any negotiations may be ship- 
wrecked. The Russians have already told the 
world, in the proposed peace treaty which 
they published Jan. 10, what they want. 
Among other things, this treaty would bind 
Germany to enter no military alliance whose 
membership did not include America, Britain, 
France and the Soviet Union. It also would 
bar German possession of nuclear weapons, 
rockets, missile bases, bombers and subma- 
rines. 

If a rearmed Germany as a member of 
NATO is vital to Western security, then obvi- 
ously there is no use talking about any such 
settlement as the Russians suggest. But how 
vital is it? 

We think the question is worth re-examin- 
ing. As Senator Mansfield told the Senate 
last week, “‘security needs are ever-changing 
needs.” What was considered essential for 
security five or 10 years ago may not be 
essential today. The present military ar 
rangements in Germany and central Europe 
are not sacrosanct, as Western policy has all 
too often implied; they should be subject to 
negotiation along with other matters. 


The objective, in Senator Mansfield’s words, 
is not to keep rigid the NATO tables of or- 
ganization, but to safeguard the security of 
Europe. It is possible at least that Europe's 
security can now be safeguarded without the 
German military contribution that a few years 
ago was thought to be essential. 

Secretary Dulles’s illness, inevitably, com- 
plicates the problem. Apparently he does not 
intend to resign so long as there is any hope 
of his resuming work at all. The President 
probably would insist on retaining him as 
White House adviser even if he gave up his 
State nage title. It can even be argued 
that in View of his influence over both Chan- 
cellor Adenauer ard President Eisenhower, 
Mr. Dulles cannot be spared at this stage. 
Nevertheless, if he continues to dominate pol- 
icy while others arg exvected to carry it out, 
those others will lack the power of initiative, 
the room for maneuver and the moral authori- 
ty that are essential to policy formation dur- 
ing such a critical period. 


An Ozark National Park 


In petitioning Congress to create a national 
park around the Current and Eleven Point 
rivers, the Missouri House and Senate have 
displayed creative imagination as well as a 
keen sense of conservation. The Federal Gov- 
ernment already owns 350,000 acres between 
the two rivers. It has been suggested that Big 
Spring State Park, in Carter county, be in- 
cluded in the proposed national park—and 
the magnificent outpouring of water at Big 
Soring, combined with the two springwater 
rivers, would make a jewel of a national 
keepsake. 

So we wish Gov. Blair, and the delegation 
he will head, success when they go to Wash- 
ington to try to fire the enthusiasm of Repre- 
sentatives and Senators for this magnificent 
Ozark project. If there are any who are 
stubbornly apathetic, let them come and see 
the beauties of these waters for themselves, 
and catch a vision of what the surrounding 
lands could be made to look like in a few 
decades of protection and planning. It is truly 
a national opportunity. 


Steady Jobs, Steady Growth 


The American people, according to Senator 
Douglas of Illinois, want the economy to pro- 
vide substantially full employment, an ade- 
quate rate of economic growth, and substan- 
tially stable prices. The Joint Congressional 
Economic Committee, of which he is chair- 
man, will undertake a major study to deter- 
mine whether these goals are realizable. The 
same problem concerns a cabinet committee 
headed by Vice President Nixon. 

Since more than 9,000,000 families felt the 
strain of unemployment during the 1957-1958 
recession—even though the highest number 
of individuals out of work at one time was 
estimated to be 5,400,000—it is inevitable that 
there should be concern about economic prob- 
lems. And this is not allayed by the pattern of 
recovery and its possible implications for the 
future. 

Retail sales in January rose to an all-time 
high of $17,600,000,000 but the number of un- 
employed rose to 4,700,000. Yet steel mills 
were operating at 83 per cent of capacity. Au- 
tomobile production last December was only 
4 per cent under December 1956, but in- 
volved 20 per cent fewer workers. In January 
the railroads carried about as much freight as 
they did in the late months of last year, but 
they did it with a work force reduced by 10 
per cent. Coal production remained steady, 
but 15 per cent fewer miners were in the pits. 
And so on. 

Part of the decline in employment is due 
to elimination of waste under pressure of the 
business slow-down. Some can be attributed 
to the increase in over-time work, a sign that 
employers are reluctant to take on new full- 
time help. But higher efficiency seems to be 
the chief reason for the disparity. 

If employment continues to lag, the tempo 
of buying could slow down. Studies made by 
Dr. George Katona of the University of Michi- 
gan Research Center and the Philadelphia 
Federal Reserve Bank indicate a marked re- 
luctance to spend money, especially for cars 
and appliances. 

The Douglas committee plans to investigate 
many aspects of the problem, ranging from 
the money supply through the effects of 
monopolies. Meanwhile other agencies as 
well as employers and trade unions would do

well to study changes in technology. There 
is reason to believe that there will be a rather 
steady decline in the demand for unskilled 
and semi-skilled workers. If so, it is time to 
fit workers for the jobs of the future. All 
growth need not be haphazard and painful. 


Waiting Until 1961 

When Chairman Wilbur D. Mills of the 
House Ways and Means Committee says there 
will be no tax increases this year, he means 
he will oppose increases in federal gasoline 


taxes. These are the only tax rises which the 
Eisenhower Administration proposed to 
Congress. 


Mainly, President Eisenhower suggested 
raising the federal auto fuel tax of 3 cents a 
gallon by 1% cents, to aid the huge Interstate 
Highway program. But Representative Mills 
points out that Congress ordered a study to 
determine how to distribute tax support of 
the program, and the study is due in early 
1961. The Arkansas Democrat is willing to 
wait until then to act on highway financing. 


If Congress waits, 1961 will be a critical 
year. The Interstate program is based on a 
Highway Trust Fund supported by highway 
use taxes, and at the present rate this fund 
will be deep in the red by 1961. As today’s 
Mirror of Public Opinion article notes, new 
super-highways cost far more than antic- 
ipated. 

So far Congress has met this emergency by 
temporarily suspending the pay-as-you-go re- 
quirement of the Interstate program, and “au- 
thorizing expenditures from general revenue. 
But Congress has not decided how to meet 
the additional expenditures. And the anti- 
deficit feature of the 1956 Highway Act will 
take effect once more—in 1961. 


By choosing direct appropriations, Congress 
has chosen the path of deficit spending on 
highways, at least for the time being. If pur- 
sued further, this policy will add to the na- 
tional debt and to inflationary pressures. The 
alternative is to increase the gax tax as the 
President suggested and to try to restore the 
Interstate program to a pay-as-you-go basis. 
Anothers possibility—stretching out .the 16- 
year construction program for another decade 
or so—seems to be equally unpopular in 
Congress. 

Some increase in highway user taxes this 
year seems to us the best answer. But it need 
not be a 50 per cent increase in gasoline 
taxes as the President suggests. The highway 
trust fund could be kept in balance with a 
smaller tax program than that, and there 
may be a case for collecting more tax from 
truckers and less from the motorist. Mean- 
while, can’t something be done to speed up 
the federal study of the whole problem? 


Senator Neuberger Returns 


It is good to know that Senator Richard 
L. Neuberger, after a long and courageous 
fight against cancer, is back in the Senate. 
Soon after his election in 1954, Mr. Neuberger 
became known as a staunch advocate of in- 
creased federal support for medical research. 
More than ever now, quite naturally, he de- 
sires to “stand in the Senate as a symbol 
of medical research.” That is a worthy and 
appropriate goal. 

This is the land where billions are spent 
annually for cosmetics, liquor and tobacco 
while medical research goes begging for 
funds. The Senator from Oregon is entitled 
to full support:in his effort to do something 
about it. 


The Second Package 


Commenting on the Democratic proposal 
for a “two-package” approach to labor re- 
forms, Secretary of Labor Mitchell says, 
“Whatever the packaging, it’s the product 
that counts.” Both the Administration and 
Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts have pro- 
posed legislation for union financial reports 
and internal reforms. They should be able to 
agree on at least one package. 

Senator Kennedy, however, has voiced ob- 
jections to the Administration’s proposals 
which would go into the second package, yet 
these are as important as the first: The Ad- 
ministration seeks Taft-Hartley Act changes 
to deal with blackmail picketing and some 
secondary boycotts. Mr. Mitchell says: 

The McClellan Committee has disclosed a 
number of cases where racketeers have 
moved into unions, beat up dissenters, milked 
the union treasury and used picket lines to 
throw out of work people whose employers 
refused to have them organized “from the 
top down.” 

The Administration bill would deal with 
such racketeering without outlawing all boy- 
cotts or organizational picketing. The bill 
would prohibit picketing of an employer 
whose employes showed no interest in joining 
the union; it would prohibit boycotts of an 
employer not a party to a labor dispute. Such 
measures should protect employers and em- 
ployes alike. without hindering honest 
unionism. “t: 

It makes little difference whether these es- 
sential labor reforms are wrapped in one 
package or two, but the two-package approach 
should not be employed to bury the second 
package. Both types of labor reforms should 
be passed. 


Arab Outcry Against Israel 


‘Representatives of the Aral states are as- 
sembled in Cairo for the’ preliminaries of a 
new progaganda campaign against Israel. The 
chief Arab papers already have taken up its 
theme: a protest against the admission of 
more Eastern European refugees to Israel. 

The immediate cause of the outburst is the 


report that at leas ugees from Ro- 
mania and pre aoe a will ative in Pales- 
tine this-year. This is a subst 
for Israel, already densely populated by the 
standards of its neighbors, and so the Arabs 
are again wringing their hands over “this 
strange alliance of imperialism, Communism 
and Zionism.” The opening of a haven to 
those now in the ghettos of Eastern Europe 
does not imply an alliance. The Arabs would 
find it difficult to take their protest to, say, 
the United Nations without clouding their hu- 
manitarian attitudes. 
Radio and newspaper castigations raise the 
danger of new outbreaks of violence. The 
strain might be eased, however, if the Arabs 
assumed a less intransigent attitude and 
opened purposeful negotiations about the 
Palestinian Arab refugees and other issues. 
What is to be gained by refusing to acknowl- 
edge the permanence of Israel? Why not ac- 
cept it as one of the facts of the Middle East— 
along with the benefits its advanced industry 
and agriculture could offer its neighbors? 
Surely that is what must be done in the end.

Where to Get the Highway Billions? 


Superhighway Program Costs Far More Than Expected; More Revenue Must Be Found 


From Fortune 


In the automobile-dominated vi- 
sion of many Americans, progress is 
paved with concrete and asphalt. The 
néw national highway program has 
been proclaimed “the greatest pub- 
lic-works program in the history of 
the world,” yet it has been under- 
taken without partisan dispute. 
Within the span of a single genera- 
tion, the country will build the 41,- 
00U-mile Interstate network of high- 
speed, controlled-access super-high-

This concentra- 
tion on highways is taking place 
while other worthy projects, spoken 
for by softer voices, are kept on 
slimmer rations; for instance, last 
year $700 million was spent on urban 
renewal and $785 million on sewer 
construction. 

The case for the highway program 
is based solely on the overriding 
necessity of providing for the na- 
tion’s rapidly growing motor traffic. 
Supporters of big highway spending 
point out that about one sixth of the 
gross national product is contrib- 
uted by highway transportation and 
its byproducts: vehicles, fuel, tires, 
carriage of freight, logistics for mo- 
torists. Yet until recently, despite 
a wartime hiatus in construction, the 
United States was spending less pro- 
portionately on new highway plant 
than it spent in Model T days. To- 
day the total is only approaching 
the 1930 rate, which was 1.7 per 
cent of gross national output. 

Furthermore, many argue, road 
building is self-supporting. Most of 
its cost comes out of the pockets 
of highway users—in gasoline, oil; 
tire, and truck-tonnage taxes, regis- 
tration and license fees, and other 
excises. Some money from these 
sources even helps to finance other 
governmental activities having noth- 
ing to do with highways, though such 
diversion is strenuously deplored by 
professional user organizations. 

In theory, then, the highway pro-

gram could be self-safficient. The 
Federal-Aid Highway Act of 1956, 
which charted a sixteen-year sched- 
ule for the National System of Inter- 
state and Defense Highways, made 
a gallant try to link long-term con- 
struction with an equally long-term 
revenue scheme. It raised the fed- 
eral tax on motor fuel from 2 to 3 
cents a gallon, the tax on tires from 
5 to 8 cents per pound. It also in- 
troduced a new impost of 3 cents 
a pound on retreads, required trucks 
and buses weighing more than thir- 
teen tons to pay $1.50 a year on each 
half ton of total weight, and in- 
creased the excise tax on new trucks, 
buses, and trailers from 8 to 10 per 
cent. 

Most of the proceeds were ear- 
marked for a Highway Trust Fund. 
Over the sixteen-year program, fis- 
cal experts believed, fund income 
would just about balance all federal 
aid to highways, including money for 
both the Interstate and ABC Poads. 
To nail down the pay-as-you-build 
principle, Congress also accepted an 


amendment from frugal Senator 
Harry Byrd, 

This neat pay-as-you-build pack- 
age has already begun to come apart. 
One reason is that Trust Fund reve- 
nues increase steadily as_ traffic 
grows. They will rise gradually from 
1.5 billion dollars in fiscal 1957 to 
an estimated peak of 3.1 billion in 
1972, when the program is scheduled 
to end. On the other hand, the pat- 
tern set by the 1956 act provided 
for Interstate propriations to 
mount from 1 billion in fiscal 1957 
to 1.7 billion in 1958 and on up to 
2.2 billion in 1960. On that plateau 
it would remain until 1967, tapering 
down thereafter. .. 


But the two peaks just don’t coin-' 


cide. If spending were.tied year 
by year to tax receipts, most build- 
ing activity would have to be 
crowded into the later years and the 
Interstate System might take twenty 
years or more to complete. In the 


1958 Highway Act, Congress re- 
solved that predicament by tempo- 
rarily laying aside the Byrd Amend- 
ment. For two years the Trust 
Fund is permitted to borrow from 
the Treasury and pay back out of 
later receipts. 

A second strain on pay-as-you- 
build is less easy to relieve. The 
Interstate System is going to cost 
a great deal more than was orig- 
inally estimated. By the time the 
Administration put its weight behind 
the project, the Bureau of Public 
Roads and the states were estimating 
the probable cost as $27,600,000,000, 
of which the Government was to fur- 
nish 25 billion. The figures were in- 
corporated in the 1956 act. 

In January 1958 the bureau sub- 
mitted a revised estimate that sent 
the total up steeply to 40 billion. 
There were solid reasons for this in- 
crease: a new 15 per cent higher 
traffic forecast for 1975, which the 
program is intended to meet; the 
addition of new interchanges so as 
better to handle local traffic; an up- 
ward adjustment for more lighting 
and signs; and a 12 per cent rise in 
construction costs that had occurred 
since the 1954 estimate was made. 

Congress had no choice but to beef 
up Interstate appropriations; for 
1959, 1960, and 1961 it added a total 
of 800 million, bringing them to 2.2 
billion for the first of these years 
and 2.5 billion for each of the two 
succeeding. Future appropriations 
will have to be jumped even more 
if the program is to keep its sixteen- 
year schedule. 

Where will the money come from? 
The Trust Fund, as presently consti- 
tuted, cannot hope to come within 
reach of what is needed to com- 
plete the program on _ schedule. 
When the Administration pushed 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay's recommenda- 
tion for a long-term bond issue, 
based on the reasonable proposition 
that highways are a long-term in- 
vestment, the idea got the cold-eye 
treatment on Capitol Hill; too much 
highway money would be drained 
off to pay interest, congressional 
critics said. Today large-scale bor- 
rowing stands no better chance of 
congréssional aeceptanee. But if the 
pay-as-you-build principle is to be 
preserved, more revenué must be 
found, 


Pay-as-You-Go for Lowa From The Des Moines Register

PEORIA, Ill., Feb. 17—The 

remarkable 14-game winning 
streak of the St. Louis Univer- 
sity basketball team was at an 
end today, but there were no 
tears from the Billiken coach. 


John Benington, a refreshing 
sort of coach who happens to 
believe it’s a game for college 
kids, gave his lads a pat on 


the back. 
“They've done too many 
good things this season to 


worry about this,”’ he said last 
night after the Bradley Univer- 
sity Braves squared accounts 
with a 72-65 victory. 

The result, Bradley's eight- 
eenth victory, after last week's 
72-53 loss at St. Lonis, put a 
dent in the Missouri Valley 
Conference championship 
hopes for both teams. 

Now Bradley and St. Louis 
both stand 7-and-2 in the 
league race, which is paced by 
the defending champion Cin- 
cinnati® University Bearcats 
with an 8-0 record. 

Way Eased for Braves. 

“This is just what Cineinnati 
hoped would happen,” said 
Bradley Coach Chuck Orsborn. 

Cincinnati has an apparent 
edge because it will possibly 
come to Peoria March 7 as a 
favorite seeking its second vic- 
tory over Bradley, and it will 
have the home court advantage 
March 9 against St. Louis at 
Cincinnati. 

In the remaining games for 
each contender, however, lesser 
hazards are numerous. St. 
Louis faces one at Houston 
this Saturday. Over the same 
weekend Cincinnati or Bradley 
may find trouble at Wichita or 
Tulsa. It’s that kind of league 
this season, we kid you not. 

In their third game in six 
days, the tall Billikens either 
were a mite tired or a mite 
timid in their usually strong 
rebounding game.

HAVANA. 

ALMOST EVERY CUBAN 
now wears a little red and 
black ‘button. The colors are 
those of the revolution, which 
on New Year's day sent Presi- 
dent Fulgencio Batista fleeing 
into exile as his dictatorship 
toppled. 

The first badges were snips 
of red and black ribbon with a 
cut-out head of Fidel Castro 
pasted on top and the assem- 
bly held to shirt or blouse with 
a straight pin. 

Simple plastic buttons soon 


followed. Presently there ap- 
peared metal buttons, often 
with a “26” in the _ center, 
standing for the victorious 
“26th of July Movement” 
headed by the bearded rebel 
leader. 


Then came more complicated 
badges, some with crossed Cu- 
ban and Rebel flags behind the 
head of a bearded rebel war- 
rior. Others bore the legend 
“M. R. 26 de J.’”"—Movemientp 
Revolucionario 26 de Julio. 

Along with the buttons have 
come all manner of other pa- 
triotic devices — innumerable 
photographs and portraits of 
Castro, bearded dolis in tiny 
rebel uniforms and even high- 
ball glasses decorated with the 
faces of the rebel leaders. 

The latest instance of the 
revolutionary theme is a new 
2-centavo stamp, black with a 
red border. showing a bearded 


rebel fighter with upraised 
rifle against the Cuban flag. 
The legend says, “Jan. 1, 1959 


—Day of Liberation.” 

These are the signs of revo- 
lution. It is a mystery how they 
crop up so fast every time a 
government is overthrown. 

One symbol was already on 
hand. Many Cuban girls and

women had red and black cloth- 
ing, usually a red blouse and 
a tight black skirt, cut in the 
Cuban fashion to hug the hips. 
Even before Batista’s downfall, 
the girls in Santiago de Cuba, 
where the rebellion had its 
start. wore their red and black 
outfits sometimes in defiance 
of the dictator hip. 

Many men had red and black 
armbands hidden away, ready 
to take out on the day of vic- 
tory to prove they had been 
part of the revolutionary un- 
derground. 


A few days after Batista fled, 


political exiles arriving from 
Miami began wearing red and 
black neckties, each with a 
tiny ‘26” embroidered on it. 
A little later, an enterprising 
manufacturer began turning 
out T-shirts with Castro's 
bearded portrait on the front. 

Why red and black? The 
most usual explanation is that 
red stands for the blood of the 
wounded and black for mourn-

ing for the dead who died in 
the fight against Batista’s tyr- 
anny. A French correspondent 
noted that red is the color of 
Communism and black is the 
color of Fascism, but those as- 
sociations seem to have been 
more in his own head than in 
the minds of the Cyhan rebels. 

The signs of Cuba's revolu- 
tion are a disappointment in 
some respects. The . slogans, 
sloshed with paint or white- 
wash on walls and storefronts, 


lack imagination. The most 
usual is just a “26,” an “M. R. 
26 de J.” or just the word 
“Fidel.” 


Cuban slogans lack the wit 
and originality seen in Argen- 
tina, for example, after Juan 
Peron’s downfall. One of the 
Argentine signs was a clever 
play on the name of one of 
Peron’s henchmen, a man 
named Aloue which also hap- 
pens to be a slang word for 


donkey. The slogan said: “Pe- 
ron ran away, mounted on 
Aloue.”’ 


Nor have the Cubans plast- 
ered store windows with pic- 
tures of the rebel heroes. This 
form of “plate glass insurance” 
is standard practice in most 
revolutions: no one can smash 
the window without desecrating 
the portrait of a national hero. 
The explanation is partly that 
the rebel troops in Cuba have 


maintained good order and 
everyone knows the whole 
country supports the revolu- 
tion. 


No one has bothered to tear 
down big posters for Batista’s 
hand - picked candidates in 
presidential elections last fall, 
And a signboard boasting about 
Batista’s construction program 
still stands in the civic center. 

The new leaflets and placards 
hail the revolution but have 
the additional aim of promot- 


ing particular organizations. 
Two signs seen at a gigantic 
Castro rally said, “FAB work- 
ers for Fidel Castro” and 


“Frigidaire Workers Support 
Revolutionary Justice.”

FEW MEN underrate their 
intelligence. The little man 
with the busy legs is no ex- 
ception. He makes bad deci- 
sions and stands by them. In 
these instances, he rates an 
“A” in guts and “F” in brains. 
For example, when he faced 
the McClellan Committee of 
the United States Senate, 
James Hoffa had three choices: 

To tell the complete truth. 

To hide behind the Fifth 
Amendment. 

To match wits with the Sen- 

ate. 
Hoffa decided to match wits. 
He snapped and snarled for 
weeks. He assumed, perhaps, 
that he was grandstanding to 
his own Teamsters. He’ forgot 
that there were 30,000,000 
other Americans watching on 
television and 50,000,000 more 
reading his insolence in the 
press. Most of these Ameri- 
cans feel the Senate is bigger 
than Hoffa, and worthy of the 
respect of the Teamster. boss at 
all times. 

Underneath the academic 
level of questioning by com- 
mittee counsel Robert Ken- 
nedy, a rancor developed be- 
tween him and the witness. 
This was as unforgiveable in 
Kennedy as it was in Hoffa. 
This bitterness was apparent 
when Kennedy, late at night, 
waited in a Federal detention 
pen just to watch Hoffa taken 
in under arrest.

approach total recall. And 
yet, on the witness stand, 
Hoffa was backed into “I 
don’t remember”: “I'm sorry, 
I don’t recall”; “I don’t re- 
member how much money or 
who it went to.” The disin- 
terested observer is left with 
the impression that Hoffa 
was not telling the truth. 


He recalled very little of his 
association with John (Johnny 
Dio) Dioguardia, a convicted 
criminal who wanted a Team- 
ster local in New York. He 
could neither deny nor affirm 
that Dioguardia promised to 
send four miniature wire re- 
corders which, it was inferred, 
were used to help Hoffa listen 
in on grand jury testimony. 
His attorney denied under oath 
that this was done. He could 
not recall whether a profitable 
business was in his wifes 
maiden name or in his name. 


The McClellan Committee, 
which was devised to investi- 
gate labor racketeering so that 
corrective legislation could be 
written, unearthed a gold mine 
of economic chicanery and 
plush-lined rabbit warrens for 
hoodlums. Kennedy and _ his 
staff of investigators did fine 


work in tracking the _ secret 
dollars of union bosses, and 
their findings cover several 


thousands of pages of printed 
matter, but no corrective legis- 
lation is on the books. All 
America got out of it was head- 
lines. 

Hoffa and the Teamsters 
call it persecution. Is it? Take 
a look at some of the points 
brought out in Senate testi- 
mony: 

James Hoffa has been ar- 
rested a number of times. Fif- 
teen arrests were for picket line 
activity. One was an anti-trust 
charge that Hoffa and others 
conspired to prevent competi- 
tive organizations from selling 
waste paper in Detroit. He 
pleaded nolo contendre and was 
fined $1000.

Twitty--Music on Mississippi

THE STORY is told of an 
elderly clubwoman who visited 
her teen-age grandchildren and 
found them deep in conversa- 
tion about a “Twitty” who was 
very cute and who sang “like 
a dream.” 

“Twitty?” the clubwoman 
‘dbserved, “Now isn’t that the 
cleverest name for a little 
nightingale!” 

Conway Twitty is no nightin- 
gale and he doesn’t sing like 
any member of the bird fam- 
ily. He’s a dark-haired, hand- 
some young man in his early 
twenties with a supercharged 
voice that generates wild peals 
of excitement among an army 
of American and European rec- 
ord fans. 

They were excited enough to 
buy nearly two million copies 
of Twitty’s smash record, “It’s 
Only Make Believe.” When 
Twitty's new M-G-M record, 
‘“‘Make Me Know You're Mine” 
came out recently, these same 
fans literally ransacked the 
record shops to cart away 200,- 
000 discs in only a week’s time. 

This kind of appeal is 
going to earn this new idol 
of the teen-agers more than 
$200,000 this year, which 
certainly isn’t birdseed. 

Twitty’s appearance also be- 
lies his name. His husky, well- 
muscled body suggests a ball 
player—and, as a matter of 
fact, he was a ball player. But 
he finally decided he had a 
better chance of becoming a 
major league performer by bat- 


ting out discs rather than 
horsehides. 

Twitty's real name is Harold 
Jenkins. His manager, Don 


Seat, pinned his professional 
handle on him. 

Old-timers in the music in- 
dustry say today’s crop of 
disc stars are not really sing- 
ers, but just untalented noise- 
makers. Say what you will, 
however, these idols of the 
teen-agers are generally more 
versatile than the singers of 
yesteryear. Many of them write 
their own songs, and virtually 
all play musical 
Twitty plays the guitar, Elvis 
Presley style. He's also 
author of ‘“‘It's Only Make Be- 
lieve” and with John Nance 
wrote the songs on both sides 
of his latest disc. According to 
Twitty, it took him only seven 
minutes to scribble “It’s Only 
Make Believe.” 

‘‘An inspiration sort of comes 


over me with these songs and I | 


jot down the words and hum a 
tune to it before the inspira- 
tion goes away,” he said. “I 
wrote ‘Make Believe’ during an 
intermission when I was appear- 
ing in a Canadian theater a 
year ago. Sometimes I write 
songs when I suddenly wake up 
in the middle of the night.” 
Twitty regards rock ‘n’ roll 
as a fad that will die down 
after a while, but he feels it is 
no different and no worse than 
the “Charleston.” a fad for 
young people in the ‘20s. 
“Those stories that say rock 
‘n’ roll is unhealthy for teen- 
agers are silly, in my opinion,” 


he said. “Rock ‘n’ roll gets 
teen-agers excited, sure. But 
that’s good because it gives 


them an outlet for their ten- 
sions. It’s the youngster who 
keeps his tensions bound up in- 
side him and won't show his 
true feelings who may some 
day explode and do something 
very harmful.”
